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N September 1939, war was declared. 
The problem of classifying books on 
the war was promptly discussed by 
the staff of the Decimal Classification 
Section in the Library of Congress with 
the editors of the D. C., and a solution 
worked out. 

All wars, no matter when, or where, or 
by whom they are fought, have certain 
features in common. Therefore certain 
general subdivisions can be common to 
classification schemes for wars. The first 
outline for a particular war in the Decimal 
Classification appeared in the 3d edi- 
tion, 1888, for 973.7 War of secession, and 
upon that are based expansions for other 
wars. In the 10th edition, 1919, the present 
scheme for the World war of 1914-1918 
made its first appearance; it was greatly 
expanded for the 12th edition and a few 
numbers were added in the 13th. 

It was evident that much of the litera- 
ture of the present world conflict would 
fit into subdivisions similar to those used 
for the European war of 1914-1918. 
Therefore it was decided to base the sub- 
divisions for the present conflict as far 
as possible upon those for the other war. 
By analogy, it seemed wise to class the 
present one in European history. Clearly 
it is part of “later 20th century” history; 
consequently it could be made a subdivi- 
sion of 940.5. It was decided to use 
940.53-.54, which would leave 940.51-.52 
for the period between the wars, and 
would allow mnemonic use of the divi- 
sions in 940.3-.4. The subdivisions of 
940.5 are now as follows: 








940.5 European history 1919-1929 
940.52 European history 1930- 
940.53-.54 European war 1939-

The last numbers (940.53-.54) may be 
divided as were the numbers for the first 
World war (940.3-.4) wherever applic- 
able. 

Mechanics of the subdivision is sim- 
ple: for example, in classing a book on the 
causes of the war, find the number for 
causes of the earlier war, 940.311, and in- 
sert the figure 5 immediately after the 
decimal point, making the number 
940.5311. 

Classifying literature on a war while it 
is still in progress requires caution, and 
the use of broader numbers rather than 
too specific ones which might have to be 
changed later. It is obvious that specific 
numbers cannot be assigned to individual 
battles and campaigns until after the war 
is over. Some day, the evacuation of Dun- 
kirk and the battle of the Rio de La Plata 
will have special numbers; until then, we 
class them, respectively, in 940.542, Spe- 
cial campaigns, and 940.545, Naval his- 
tory. Such problems are comparatively 
simple, but there are more difficult ones. 
For instance, when can we use the num- 
bers for special fronts under 940.5414? 
In other words, when is a fairly long 
and widespread military action a special 
campaign and when is it action on a spe- 
cial front? It is hard to tell, while the 
war is still in progress. If the war had 
ended with the battle of Dunkirk, the 
Polish campaign would have been the 
only one fought on the eastern front, and 
it might well have been classed in 
940.54147. Now, however, the Balkan 
campaign is also on the eastern front. It 
seems wise, therefore, to class both the 
Polish and the Balkan campaigns in 
940.542, where specific subdivisions are 
likely to be assigned to them when the 
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war is over, and to leave 940.5414 for 
more general books. 

To analyze completely D. C. numbers 
printed on L. C. cards for books on the 
present world conflict, it is necessary to 
keep in mind the subdivisions of 940.5 
given above, and to refer to the 13th edi- 
tion of the D. C. The 10th, 11th, and 12th 
editions are sufficient for most numbers. 
Libraries using either of the last two 
abridged editions can also make use of the 
D. C. numbers. For example, 940.53112, 
according to the 13th edition, means 
“Historical, political and _ diplomatic 
causes.” The last three figures which do 
not appear in the abridged editions can 
be cut off, making the number 940.53. 

A general statement in regard to num- 
bers for the present war and comments 


in “Notes and decisions on the applica- 
tion of ‘Decimal clasification, edition 
13’,” no. 7, November 1939. Supplemen- 
tary notes have appeared in later num- 
bers and more are likely to appear. 
“Notes and decisions” may be obtained 
from the Card Division of the Library of 
Congress. Eleven numbers have been is- 
sued to date. The cost of a complete set 
is $1.16. Most single numbers cost 10 
cents each; a few cost 12 cents. 

The Decimal Classification Section is 
watching carefully the books on the war 
and on military and naval science, to dis- 
cover needs for new numbers and for 
interpretation of old numbers. Such needs 
are discussed with the editors of the D. C., 
and additions authorized by them will be 
printed promptly in “Notes and decisions.”
